Sees Troops 
Enough to 
Rout Cong

HONOLULU 
CAP) - The 


commander of U.S. forces in the 
Pacific says after a visit to Sai- 
gon that there are 
sufficient 


fighting men in South Viet Nam 
to rout the Communists. 


But Adm. U.S. Grant Sharp 


said in an airport interview 
Monday night that this does not 
necessarily mean there will be 
no further increase in the Unit- 
ed States' manpower commit- 
ment in the Southeast 
Asia 


country. 
"I can't say that necessarily. 


It depends on what the other 
side does," Sharp remarked. 
••You can't, in a war, ever say 
we've got enough now" because 
you don't know what the enemy 
is going to do." 


The admiral, agreeing with 


Gen. 
William C. Westmoreland 


that the word against the Com- 
munists is "now being won," 


gavo this assessment of the sit- 
uation after meeting with the 
Army general who commands 
U.S. troops in Viet Nam: 


"We have got enough troops 


in the country that we can take 
the offensive. Anytime we can 
find the Viet Cong or the North 
Vietnamese, we can put enough 
pressure on to beat them. In 
other words, we have the neces- 
sary forces to take the offensive 
and stay on the offensive, which 
is the important thing. 


"We have enough air power in 


(here now to do the job of sup- 
porting 
the 
ground 
troops. 


There is a fine team in there, 
and they're doing a hell of a 
good job." 


Sharp, 
whose headquarters 


are in Honolulu, visited Saigon 
after attending a meeting of the 
Southeast Asia Treaty Organi- 
zation in Canberra, Australia. 
He said he talked at length with 
Westmoreland in Saigon. 


Assessing 
the 
recent 
air 


strikes against fuel depots near 
Haiphong and the North Viet- 
namese capital of Hanoi, Sharp 
said the raids are having the 
desired effect. 


The admiral said his talks 


with Westmoreland touched on 
the Buddhist upheavals in the 
south, and he observed the dem- 
onstrations had now "calmed 
down." 


Sharp said South Vietnamese 


Premier Nguyen Cao Ky had 
done 
"absolutely 
the 
right 


thing" to quell the Buddhist 
uprisings. He said Ky used "the 
minimum amount of force nec- 
essary to keep the country 
'lined up' and under control." 


"Ky did a marvelous job,"

Still War of 
Confusion

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


war in Viet Nam is like a blind 
puppy. It scampers, skips, butts 
its head, barks in pain. With 
this year almost half over, the 
end is still no more in sight than 
at the start of 1966. 


There was chaos in Viet Nam, 


criticism at home, confusion 
elsewhere among Communists 
and non-Communists in the first 
half of 1966. In Indonesia the 
Reds suffered disaster without 
any war at all. 


Near the end of 1965 the Unit- 


ed States 
stopped 
bombing 


North Viet Nam while President 
Johnson 
sent his emissaries 


scooting around overseas, talk- 
ing peace, seeking signs of it. 
There were none. Hanoi stood 
firm. 


So did Johnson. The bombing 


was 
resumed. 
The 
ground 


fighting continued. More deaths 
on both sides, more U.S. troops 
to Viet Nam. At home the crit- 
ics of the war teamed up on 
Johnson, in and out of Congress. 


Johnson ordered a restrained 


war, warry of the critics, con- 
cerned about the dangers, per- 
haps w i t h Red China, if he 
stepped it up too much. And as 
the routine war continued chaos 
engulfed South Viet Nam. 


Public opinion polls showed 


dwindling confidence in John- 
son's handling of the fighting. In 
America youths paraded, per- 
formed and protested against 
the war. This was a mixed pic- 
lure, too. 


While some of the protesters 


must be credited with earnest 
convictions thoughtfully arrived 
at, for others the motivations 
probably ranged from a simple 
desire to assert themselves to 
discontent with things in gener- 
al. 


But they made noise. So did 


the Buddhists in Viet Nam. 
flight in the midst of the murky 
war they gyrated through the 
streets of Da Nang, Hue, Sai- 
gon, demanding civilian govern- 
ment.

even 
that they 


could. But they performed. 


Buddhists, men and women, 


burned 
themselves 
to death, 


spread altars in the streets, 
multiplied anarchy.

pressed them. Their futile lead- 
er, Tri Quang, tool; refuge in a 
hunger strike. 


Ky grabbed him, empty stom- 


ach and all, pu' him in custody. 
The Buddhist revolt collapsed. 
But all this involved months, 
slowed the war, made many 
Americans wonder whether this 
country should be mixed up in it 
at all. 


And even if Ky emerged look- 


ing like a strong man, this may 
not last in a land so unpredict- 
able. But it was a slow six 
months mostly everywhere, and 
just as murky as Viet Nam. 


In Europe, French President 


Charles de Gaulle, with reports 
indicating he never even dis- 
•ussed the momentous step with 
.iJs Cabinet, decided 
to do a 


wrecking job 
on the North 


Atlantic Treaty Organization. 


He decided to pull his troops, 


out of NATO. It was a shatter- 
ing thing. It could have been a 
disaster for the Western al- 


liance. Sometime it may prove 
to have been just that. 


But the other 14 NATO allies 


patched the pieces together and 
De Gaulle made a trip to the 
Soviet Union, although nobody 
seems to know why, perhaps not 
even De Gaulle. Years

now he may seem to have been 
as irresponsible as Tri Quang.

by a leader of another—the Na- 
tional Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People.

before the opening today of the 
association's 
convention that 


thpre '= little likelihood the con- 
cept of black power will be ac- 
cepted by the NAACP. 


In Baltimore Sunday, the Con- 


gress of Racial Equality con- 
cluded its convention by adopt- 
ing black power as the domi- 
nant philosophy of the rnove"- 
ment. 


Lincoln Lynch, associate na- 


tional director of CORE, defined 
•the concept as "the effective 
control and self-^etetermlnation 
of men of color in their own ar- 
eas." 


"Power is the total control of 


economic, political, educational 
and social wealth," Lynch con- 
tinued, "and the exercise of this 
power is simply that which all 
other groups m American socie- 
ty have done to acquire their 
share of American life." 


CORE also called tor with- 


drawal of U.S. troops from Viet 
Nam and pledged support for 
persons refusing to serve in the 
military. 


Wilkins said the opening of

The Ford Motor Co., for example, 
took three years to find a name for Lincoln-Mercury's 
new car, the Cougar.

A fellow simply built a horseless carriage 


and put his own name on it. So shoppers 
had their choice of (to name a few):

cars, but autos named for David Buick, Louis

simply does not suggest that his own name 
be used on a new model. Otherwise, people 
would be driving laccocas, Roches, Aber- 
nethys, Donners, Loves and Townsends.

Palomar.

ports, "that in image-association tests, Cougar 
scored high with free responses as sporty, 
fast, powerful, luxurious, exciting, distinct- 
ive, rugged, flashy, fun to drive and young."

SANTO DOMINGO, Domin- 


ican Republic (AP) — For a 
Sunday night, 
the 
National 


Palace seemed unusually busy. 
The president was in. 


The opposite corner, 150 yards 


away, was dark. This meant the 
military chiefs were out. 


By itself this 
circumstance 


wtasn't altogether, uncommon. 
But for days the atmosphere 
bad been alive with.rumors and 
signs of a budding military coup 
.against the provisional govern- 
ment, and for that reason the 
palace 
situation 
appeared 


alarmingly significant. 


The date was Oct. 25, 1965. It 


was to mark the climax of an- 
other of many crises that nearly 
destroyed the provisional re- 
gime, the vehicle through which 
me Organization of American 
States restored 
constitutional 


,government to this • fevolt-shat- 
ered country. 


The elections last June 1 and 


next Friday's inauguration of 
Dr. Jaquin Balaguer as presi- 
dent crown the 15-month Domin- 
ican pacification effort by the 
OAS and the equally important 
task of the nine-month-old pro- 
visional government. 


The achievement demonstra- 


ted that, at least in a situation 
like the Dominican Republic's, 
collective hemisphere political 
action must be supplemented by 
its own peace-keeping force to 
make policy really effective. 


Without the 8,000-man six-na- 


tion Inter - American Peace 
Force, the Dominican provision- 
al government would not have 
survived. 


Equally essential to its surviv- 


al were the determination and 
personal courage of the provi- 
sional president, Hector Garcia- 
Godoy, a mild - mannered law- 
yer-diplomat who took a job no 
•Dominican wanted. 


This became evident m o s t 


dramatically on that October 
night. 


In the palace, the bald, mus- 


taohed president sat with a few 
members of his Cabinet—await- 
ing something, but not certain 
just what. When the president 
wught to leave the building, a 
member of the palace guard 
turned him back with a friendly 
warning: 
"Mr. President, 


please do not leave. There are 
superior orders to shoot you." 


Garcia-Gody did not question 


the source of the "superior" or- 
der. The military bosses were 
angry at the executive. They 
wanted authority to launch a 
cleanup of civilian snipers at- 
tacking army regulars in the 
downtown area, once the strong- 
hold of a rebel movement. 


The president had refused. 


Weeks of nefjotiatinff had reuni- 
fied the divided capital through 
the removal of physical barriers 
and the evacuation of rebel 
troops from 
downtown. Die- 


hards who opposed the negotia- 
tions, mostly well- armed left- 
wing extremists, remained be- 
hind and had been attacking an 
army battalion. 


The president would not allow 


a massive military movement 
into the heart of Santo Domingo. 
He feared a renewal of the vi- 
cious fighting, such as had ex- 
ploded into near-civil war April 
24, might result in toppling the 
government and occupation of 
the country by the inter-Ameri- 
can force. 


— Knowing they'd hav eto con- 


front the hemisphere force — 
pledged to support the govern- 
ment — if they moved against 
the president, the military lead- 
ers waited. Nothing happened. 
After a few days the peace force 
entered the downtown area and 
restored calm. Another crisis 
was over. 


Twice before, on Sept. 25, the 


night before ex-President Juan 
Bosch arrived, and later, on 
Jan. 6, when Garcia-Godoy or- 
dered 34 military leaders of ri- 
val factions in the revolution to 
diplomatic jobs 
abroad, the 


president confronted make - or- 
break situations that nearly 
overwhelmed his government. 
On two occasions he was on the 
verge of resigning. 


An ironic twist is that he now 


considers as one of the two most 
important achievements of his 
government/ the 
"neutraliza- 


tion" of th/ military. 


The other is the creation, 


however temporary, of a broad 
political 
middle 
ground on 


which, as he once put it, "Do- 
minicans of the ideological left 
and the right can meet and 
wort harmoniously in the na- 
tional interest." Proof of this, 
he feels, was the presidential 
contest in which the major con- 
tenders were largely middle- 
road groups. 


Tfcese and other accomplish- 


ments have given Garcia-Godby 
and his collaborators — mostly 
nonpolitical 
professionals 
— 


considerable stature among Do- 
minicans. Many believe the job 
has earned Garcia-Godoy con- 
sideration as a presidential can- 
didate in 1970. 


Critics argue the president 


coddled labpr and permitted 
left-wing extremists to infiltrate 
and ..seize control of some unions 
the National University and 
judiciary.

Recipe for 'Salt Castle' 


by Polly Cramer, Newspaper Enterprise Assn. 


DEAR POLLY—I have a recipe for a "Salt* 


Plant" or "Salt Castle" as it is sometimes 
called which was requested by Mr. and Mrs. 
R. T. Place small pieces of cinder, brick or 
porous rock or even pieces of sponge in a 
shallow glass bowl (do not use metal) after 
they are washed but still wet. Arrange as 
desired. 


In another glass jar mix four tablespoons 


water, four tablespoons laundry bluing and 
four tablespoons ammonia. After mixing« 
pour these over the wet bricks or whatever4 


you have, being sure to dampen all the pieces. Scatter a few 
drops of vegetable coloring over this and a few more drops 
of the bluing. Sprinkle four tablespoons of salt evenly over 
all. A small plastic flower or two can be edged among the 
rocks for a pretty effect. 


In a few hours crystals will begin to form and after two 


days mix two tablespoons ammonia with two tablespoons 
water and very carefully pour in the edge of the bowl. Do 
not hit the growing crystals while pouring or they will dis- 
appear. Growth will continue as long as this is repeated eachj 
second day. With a damp tissue wipe off any growth over the1* 
side of the dish as it may fall on the table top and mar the 
finish.—FERNE

No Sure Cure Known 
For Fingernail Problem

Q—All my fingernails crack 


clear d o w n to the cuticle. 
What can I do about this? 


A—This is a common com- 


plaint, especially in women. 
The cause is unknown, but it 
is usually worse in older per- 
sons than in the young. There 
is no sure cure. Several nail 


& hardeners are available but 


thev are of doubtful value. 


The same is true of special 
diets for this condition. 


The best treatment is to cut 


your nails short to prevent 
their catching on various ob- 
jects and to protect them with 
gloves when you do any man- 
ual labor. 


Q—is there any cure for a 


fungus infection of the nails? 


by 0**** 


A—Deep-seated fungus in- 


fections of the nails are ad- 
mittedly hard to cure but a 
c o u r s e of griseofulvin by 
mouth, combined with local 
a p p l i c a t i o n s of Advicin, 
should clear up the infection 
within three m o n t h s unless 
the fungus is Candida (Mo- 
nilia), in which case tetracyc- 
line phosphate with nystatin 
would be more effective. 


q_For many years I have 


had white spots on my finger- 
nails. What causes them and 
how can I get rid of them? 


A—These spots are due to 


imperfect development of the 
nails as they leave the growth 
center under your skin. This 
may be caused by injury, to 


the matrix or to separation of 
the nail from the underlying 
nail bed. The condition is no 
t h r e a t to your health. No 
treatment is known but nail 
lacquer will mask the spots. 


Q—What c a u s e s my toe- 


nails to become so hard I can't 
cut them? Is there any rem- 
edy for this? 


A—The cause may be a he- 


reditary trait, poor circula- 
tion due to wearing shoes that 
are too short, a fungus infec- 
tion or psoriasis. Finding the 
cause is the first step toward 
treatment but at best a cure is 
likely to prove difficult. 


Q—Which foods c o n t a i n 


k e r a t i n , the substance that 


makes the nails strong? 


A—Keratin is a hard pro- 


tein that is found in skin, 
hair, nails and t e e t h . Your 
body makes its own supply 
and various diets, advocated 
to lend your body a helping 
hand with this task, have been 
disappointing. By the s a m e 
token, biting your nails and 
swallowing the pieces will not 
solve your problem. 


Q—My doctor says I have 


circulatory stasis. What is it? 
Can it be cured? 


A—This is sluggish circula- 


tion. It can cause cold hands 
and feet and it increases the 
likelihood of clots forming in 
your veins. Your doctor must 
discover the underlying cause

Those G! Rations Really Last

Q—I have two sons in the armed services. I've been won- 


dering how long those canned rations they get stay good? 
Do you know? 


A—At the Natick, Mass., laboratories of the U.S. Army, 


food technologists recently opened a canned ration packed in 
1918. The contents were taste-tested and all components were 
found to still be in edible condition. The can contained three 
1-ounce chocolate bars, 1 gram pepper, 34-ounce salt, '2- 
pound bread, and a meat component. 


The directions for preparing the bread and meat suggested 


that they could be eaten dry, stirred into cold water, boiled 
as a soup, or made into a thick porridge to be eaten hot or 
cold. In summarizing the testing, the Natick laboratories re- 
port said: "The container components and packaging materi- 
als of the World War I Emergency Ration show a good state 
of preservation and quality more than 46 years from date 
of pack."
